—the pillow is plump, indica- 
ting enough filling was used for 
the casing. When pushed down, 
it quickly springs back to origi- 
nal shape. Filling is free of 
lumps. 

—casing is often eight-ounce 
ticking, a strong woven cotton 
fabric, Seams are welted for 
greater strength. When nylon or 
acetate are used a heavy, twill 
type taffeta fabric is seen.

Though bedding laws and la- 
belling laws are varied and 
sometimes rather few, the label 
does offer some protection. Make 
sure it names one of the three 
fibres cited; acrylic (Acrilan), 
polyester (Dacron),. or acetate 
(Celafil). 

—the terms clipped or garnet- 
ted mean the filling is waste ma- 
terial. 

—look too for a guarantee la- 
bel supplied by the manufactur- 
ers of the filling. ; 

—some manufacturers attempt 
to trade on the reputation of 
Dacron, Acrilan and Celafil by 
naming their products ‘Dacri- 
lan,” “Daran,” etc., often these j 
are waste material or inferior | 
fibres. DON’T BE FOOLED. |

1,000th Diesel 


Termed a significant milespost 
in Canadian Patific’s system- 
wide dieselization program was 
the delivery Sept. 10 of diesel 
locomotive No. 8023, a 1,000- 
horsepower road switcher, which 
was the 1000th unit of the effici- 
ent diesel power to go into serv- 
ice on the C.P.R. Shown (inset) 
in the cab making a final inspec- 
tion of the unit at the time of 
its delivery to Windsor Station, 
the Railway’s Montreal head- 
quarters, are C.P.R. President 
N. R. Crump (right) and G. W. 


Miller, president of Montreal 
Locomotive Works, builders of 
the unit. 

Several directors and officers 
of both companies were on hand 
to witness the acquisition by the 
C.P.R. of its 1000th diesel, which 
brings total dieselization of the 
17,000-mile railway system a 
step. closer to the 1961 target 
date set by Mr. Crump in 1955.
